2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to claims 7 and 9, the prior art does not disclose an imaging apparatus with the 
combination of limitations specified in the claimed invention, specifically the limitations of 

the lens apparatus directing at least three images of the subject onto at least three 
different areas of the surface of the imaging device, said at least three different areas being non- 
overlapping; 

an electric signal processor configured to interleave the at least three images of the 
subject to form an integrated image of the subject, as specified in claim 7.
